Ix keeping with the fact that Sheetrock is 
more than a wallboard—is the great variety 
of decorative treatments which it makes 
possible. Any type of beauty treatment, in 
fact, can be applied to the smooth scuff- 
proof ivory surface. It has no limitations and 
can be re-decorated at any time desired. 
Thus it has unlimited scope for every room 
in every type of building—for every fancy 
you may have in paint, paper, enamel, 
texture or calcimine. 


WALLPAPER: When the surface of Sheetrock is 
further sealed by a prepared or varnish size cut with 
turpentine, it can be wallpapered or canvased with 
any material in the customary manner. Such decora- 
tion can also be removed and new material applied 
when the time for change and re-decoration should 
come. This versatility is possible because the surface 
of Sheetrock is a smooth, pre-cast, non-absorbent 
interior finish. 


ENAMEL: To provide uniform suction, Sheetrock 
is sized over the entire surface and joint treatment 
after application. When dry, the surface receives 
enamel uniformly and makes full gloss and beauty 
possible.
